UP OF CONFERENCE 


The Hague, Aug. 17.—Rt. Hon. 
Philip Snowden, British chancellor 
of the exchequer, told the other 


creditor nations at the reparations 
conference today that if they can- 
not offer something substantial to- 
ward Great Britain's requests there | 
is no use going on with the confer- 
ence, 
Chancellor's Reply 
The Hague, Aug. 17.—Right 
Philip Snowden, chancellor of the 
British exchequer, today refused the 
compromise offer of France, Italy, 
Belgium and Japan to allow Britain 
in increased share of German repar- 
ions, The chancellor claimed it 
was insufficient to satisfy his gov- 
ernment.

ceived Mr, Snowden's reply to their | 
proposals to meet at noon and decide 
what further action to take. 
The offer refused was that made 
esterday by the four governments 
ecking to satisfy British demands 
for return to the Spa percentages 
for division of German reparations 
and other minor concessions. The 
governments acted in an at-| 
tempt to avert British withdrawal 
from the conference here on appli 
tion of the Young reparations plan. 
Mr, Snowden, in his refusal to 
consider the compromise further, 
aid that instead of the 60 per cent., 
of British claims it purported to 
offer, he, upon examination, had dis- 
covered it made available only 20 per 
cent, Which was utterly unaccept- 
able to his government. 
Feeling around the 
Ind headquarters of the credit 
powers, was that Mr. Snowden's 
reply meant the inevitable breaking 
up of the conference, The delega- 
tions immediately communicated 
with their governments.

Its peculiar adaptability is in pro- 
viding late-autumn and earlyspring 
It may also be made to 
furnish summer pasture as well if 
sown in June or July and grazed 
closely enough to prevent its joint- 
ing during the first season. 

In certain seeding-down tests on 
the Beaverlodge Substation winter 
rye used @s a nurse crop has been 
seeded at fortnightly intervals from 
the middle of May onward, the areas 
being grazed closely until August, 


| producing a considerable amount of 


excellent feed. However, there is 
not ordinarily much net advantage 
in thus substituting rye for grass or 
sweet clover save to extend the graz- 
ing at each end. This may well be 
done with six pecks of winter rye 
drilled in July or very early August, 
(depending upon soil, season and 


‘locality,) and pastured judiciously 


in autumn, then again in the second 
season until about the first of June, 
after which it becomes rather un- 
palatable. The field may then be 
left to produce a hay crop or two or 
a grain crop if desired or it may be 
plowed at once and either sown to 
oats for green feed or summer-fal- 
lowed. Used in this way, rye may 
well serve in helping to clean the 
land. 

A mixture of oats and winter rye 
makes a good hog pasture, the oats 
producing the bulk of the early 
pasture while the rye comes to ite 
upport later on 

Where bulk rather than quality is 
the prime object, winter rye may be 
employed as a hay crop. If cut as 
soon as it heads out the quality will 
be fair. In a number of cases the 
writer has known horses to refuse 
winter-rye hay at first but after 
wards to change their minds and eat 


it well, working quite satisfactorily
